Funny Figures on Farming. 


Whether farming is a profitable or unprofitable business 


appears to depend to a considerable extent on who does Die 
figuring 
For years professional me'n, lecturers and writers 


have been presenting statements and figures to show the pos- 
sibilities of money making on the farm. The pictures pre- 
sented by these men are extremely inviting to people having 
no practical knowledge of Hie subject, many of whom are led 
to believe that the life of the farmer is much less strenuous 
than it is popularly supposed to be. They are told that prac- 
lieally.all of the work is done by machinery and that agricul- 
ture, properly conducted, is a direct road to personal and 
financial independence. 


But when the farmers speak, especially through the l-arm- 


ers1 National Council, there is a different story forthcoming. 
A statement given out by this organization has just been made 
public at Washington, and its purport is startling. It goes lo 
show that the farmers of the country fell behind more than 
six billion dollars last year. Among other things the Council 
says: "Few farmers and fewer city people appreciate that 
Agriculture is primarily labor, and underpaid labor at thai. A 
study'of the value of "farm products for -1919, of the fanners' 
expenses for labor, interest on Investment, freight, taxes, 
fertilizers, seeds, feeds, machinery and depreciation, show 'lliat'' 
if (he farmers had allowed themselves and their wives and 
children a decent minimum .wage of £1,000 a year for full 
time, they ran behind (lie game on iasl year's work about 
£6/181,787,000." 


At this rate, it is a question how long the farmers of lhc i 


country can keep it up. A loss of six billions a year cannot be j 
permanently endured, on the farms or in any other line of 
business. There must be something wrong somewhere. The 
statement of the Farmers' Council reminds one of the chronic 
habit of many farmers of complaining of the shortening of the 
hay crop, every year, and of the way one of them was once 
reminded of (he fact (hat he was making himself ridiculous. 
"I shall nol cut as much hay as 1 did last year by 25 Ions," he 
solemnly averred. 
"Wai,-Mr.;" remarke'd a droll bystander, 


"there must have been a time when your farm produced an 
enormous amount o' hay. You've been claiming a shortage 
of 25 ton a year fora good many year, and 1 notice you arc 
cutting a pretty large quantity yet." 


So it must be thai if the fanners of (he United States can 


stand the loss of six billion dollars in one year without showing 
it more than they do, there must have been a time when they 
actually made 11101103'. 
. 


While it is claimed 11:^1 figures will nol lie, they can be made 


to demonstrate wonderful things in connection with .farming. 
As a rule, they are made lo show remarkable profits to tiiose 
who till the soil intelligently, the pictures being as much over- 
drawn as the one which discloses Ihe aggregate losses of 
American farmers lo have been in excess of six billion dollars 
Iasl year. 


The fad is that farming is not an easy road !o wealth, nor 


is it a direct road lo (he poorhouse. The man who tills the 
soil intelligently gets fair returns for his labor as a general 
thing. 
Me does not gel rich quickly; in most cases he never 


gels rich, as wealth is reckoned in Ihese days, but' he gets a 
good living and lives a life that is not to be disturbed by 
dreams of avarice or the fear of being "one of the bunch" thai 
runs behind six billion dollars a year!
